Kootenay proper.and Cariboo, and more \partic, 
ularly that portion in the vicinity of the Big 
Bend of the Columbia River, is attracting a large 
share of public attention, mot alone in these cok 
onies, but throughout the neighboring Territory 
as well, isan undeniable fact: ‘It will bé recol: 
lected that, up to the close of the mining season 
last fall, rich diggings were reported upon sev: 
eral of the smaller streams taking their jrise in 
the Selkirk Range and falling into the Columbia 
River, at or near the Big Bend, and it was.rumor- 
ed, although not confirmed, that gold had also 
been discovered in streams taking their irise in 
Mount-Brown and other mountains to the north 
of the Big Bend. . The first advices from Koo- 
tenay this spring inform us-that population was 
eagerly pressing in the same direction, and gen- 
eral indications point to the district alluded to as 
likely to be the centre of attraction this | year— 
the magnet which will draw that portion of the 
population not already employed in established 
diggings elsewhere. Many of our readers are 
doubtless already aware that it is to the explor- 
ation of this section of country that the party 
commanded by Mr. Orr are about to devote their, 
energy. Of course anything we might say now 
respecting the result of the large aniount of 
** prospecting” certain to be expended upon the 
portion of British Columbia alluded to would ne- 
cessarily be merely speculative, and, therefore, 
of little value.. And ‘yet it almost falls within 
the pale of certainty thatthe country lying be- 
tween Wild Horse and “Williams Creeks: will 
prove to be auriferously rich and attractive, andi 
that the headquarters of the gold fields of Brit: 
ish Columbia will be somewhere near the Big 
Bend. There can be little doubt that the Wild 
Horse Creck country must be supplied by way 
of the Hope-Similkameen road ; ani it is equally 
certain that the Big Bend country will be reach; 
ed via Kamloops and Shuswap Lakes, While, 
therefore, the Government is, with commendablé 
energy, opening up communication between 
Hope and Kootenay, it is to be presumed that 
the same solicitude for the public welfare which 
prompts that action will lead the Execative to 
watch carefully the march of events in a moré 
northerly direction, and be prepared to act witl 
promptitude and energy so soon as pending ex! 
plorations sliall have justified the estimate whicti 
has been formed respecting the country upod 
which public expectation is now centred} 
We have refrained from writing upon the natu- 
ral facilities for reaching that district, for some 
time back, in consideration of the circtimstance 
ay new map was in course of preparation by: 
the Government. That map has been before 
the public for several weeks. And although we 


‘confess tog little disappointment on perusing’ 


it, yet we have the country watered by the 
Thompson and upper Columbia rivers. snfficient- 
ly defined for our present purpose. Hayjng set 
the reader down at Yale, a point which, can be 
reached at almost all seasons, at an expense of 
$5 in moncy and one day in time, we will invite 
him to accompany us over the Kamloops-Shu- 
swap route to the “Boat Encampment,” at the 
confluence of Canoe and Columbia Rivers, and 
the centre of the great country—great in extent 
and in promise of future wealth—of which we 
have been writing. The first portion of the 
route is already so familiar to the publi¢e that it 
needs no description. Suffice it, therefore, to 


say that one hundred and ten miles of stage coach | 
- travel, over an excellent road, and through sce- 


nery which for picturesque grandeur ‘cannot be 
surpassed in all nature’s wide domain, brings us 
to “ Orr’s,” 30 miles beyond “Spence’s Bridge,” 
and the pointat which the Bonaparte ‘is left. 
Twenty-one miles more of land travel and -Sa- 
vana's Ferry, situated at the foot of Kamloop’s 
Lake, is reached. Upon this 21 miles something 
like $20,000, or perhaps $25,000, neéds to be 
expended in order to transform the present trail 
into a good waggon road, such as the inportance 
of the Hate may be presumed to demand, altho’, 


as it is, udson Bay Company’s waggons make a} 


their way through. At Savana’s Ferry we step 
on board alight draught steamer, similar to those 
now plying upon the Lower Fraser, and take 
passage-for the head of the North Fork of Sha- 
swap Lake, a distance of 80 miles, roughly esti- 
Perhaps ‘it will be as well to) explain 
that this steamer is yet in the womb of fatarity ; 


« but’a stretch of 80 miles of navigable water in 


‘dition of an exclusive right to navigate said ‘wa-

the direction of the country ‘alluded to is certain 
to command the immediate attention of steamboat 
men. Well, we have reached the head of Shu- 
swap Lake, and find ourselves within 30 miles 
of the Columbia River, which is reached by means 
of a trail of much the same character as that by 
which Cariboo was reached in the early days. 
This trail strikes the Columbia River 50 miles 
below the Big Bend, or 60 miles from the Boat 
Encampment, and the distance*can be made tol- 
erably well by means of canoes or small boats, 
by making portages past a few of the intervening 
rapids. At the Boat Encampment we leave our 
fellow traveller, believing him to be in the very 
centre of the richest gold fields in the world, and 
at the point towards which this season’s immigra- 
‘tion via Portland and Fort Colville is eagerly 
struggling by means of a circuitous, expensive 
and most difficult route. It will be observed 
that the facilities for reaching the head of Shu- 
swap Lake, which, by the way, is far from being 
correctly laid down upon the old maps now ex- 
tant, are very remarkable. We are told 
that with a steamer plying between (thet 
point and the lower end of Lake Kam- 
loops freighting could be easily done from 
Yale for nine to ten cents a pound! The head of 
Shuswap Lake would thus become the great de- 
pot for the supply of all the surrounding country ; 
and with goods delivered there at even ten ¢ents 
p pound, facilities would be given to prospecting 
which would speedily open up the resources of 
the district, as well as attract a large populatior. 
The improvement of the 21 miles of road between 
Orr’s and Savana’s erry, the construction of a 
good trail or road from the head ‘of navigation 
to the Boat Encanijiment, as well as the explor- 
ation for a pass through the Sclkirk Range, by 
which the distance would be shortened about fifty 
per cent., are all works which will probably be 
more or Ibes contingent upon the result of pénd- 
ing explorations.

Ifany special inducement 
is needed leta premium of, say $5000, be offered 
for the first steamer of a certain class ; but, by 
all means, leave the coast clear for whiolpsome 
competition.. We are inclined to believe, | how- 
ever, that no such stimulus will be necessary. 
Indeed, we have been assured that a party is 
ready to place a steamer upon the route with the 
utmost dispatch, upon the receipt of the first re- 
liable news from that section of country of a gufli- 
ciently encouraging character to justify the en- 
terprise. It is only necessary 
experience in order.to. show that wherever an 
opening presents itself enterprising individuals 
are never wanting to step promptly forward and 
avail themselves of it. We are strongly alive to 
the evils of granting exclusive right to navigate | 
our inland waters, and especially so wheni these 
waters come to be the great highway to our most 
attractive and most.extensive gold fields.

Romano of Yale, who also has a branch “house 
here, is making very extensive arrangements for 
forwarding into Williams Creek. There are now 
a good many pack animals on the way down for 
freights. : !

It makes me 
sigh, indeed, to think that at the ‘stern call of 
duty; or perhaps, the sterner call of necessity, |I 
must leave such comfortable quarters to-day. | 
i AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE, 


Considerable preparations are observable at- 
round this town for putting in spring crops aud 
girden stuffs. And while upon this point let 
me say that for horticultural purposes Lytton is 
aheadof New Westminster. There is not, it js 
true, sd great a breadth of arable land ; but the 
climate here is more steady and conducive to the 
rapid, matdration of horticultural products. 

1 MINING. 

The numberof miners at work on the river 
bars throws around the scene a prosperous and 
liyely air, It is very evident: that ‘John Chi- 
naman” considers this country his ligitimate pro- 
perty. A party of these strange creatures erect-

Chingse miuers ; and I am of opinion\that, as a 
class, they are doing better than the whites, and 
that the touching commiseration of their\condi- 
tion by certain honorable members of the legis- 
laturé was a ridiculous farce. : 

THE EXPLORING EXPEDITION. 

Mr, Orr, now Capt. Orr I suppose, and his 
party|started out from here this morning, Mf. 
Ladner’s.mule train accompanies them as far as 
Kamlvops\to pack their provisions. The party 
are in, good spirits, and will, I have no doubt, reti- 
der a.good account of themselves in the course 
of a few montlis, One thing is very certain. 
The result of so important an expedition will be 
anxionsly looked forward to by the public, and 
will tell for or against, thé colony. 

P MARKETS. 

Provisions are not very plentiful here yet, on 
account of the lateness ef the season : Flour 20c}; 
bacon 45c. ; beans l5e. ; sugar 30e. ; butter $1;
